Jefferson's Slow Method 

The Denioeratif party is jn'eparinjjf to celolirate Thomas 
.TefTerson's an [) 1 versa ry, and lliis reminds you of the method 
that Jell'erson frmtid it neeessary to employ, to reaeii the penple, 
whose ('ontidenee ali<l eo-operatioii he desired. It is said, liy his 
greatest hiogra|)her, tliat he was a aiiixliinl tinVcr af jKmniui 
tcllns. With his own hand. typewTiters were imknowu. no tele- 
phone, no teh-j^raphs, to earry his message, he would write hiiii- 
ilredsof iiidividnal, personal letters, eorreeting misapprehension, 
and making siifrgeslioiis to those in sympathy witii him. He 
eoulil only liope that what he wrote, thus laboriously, wouhl 
spread liy word of llloidh. 

There were then fewer than 4,000,000 people in the rnlted 
.States, yet .Jefferson, even hy the greatest industry, eouhl not 
liope to reaeh one tenth of them.

27 Radio Talks in One Year 

Through the palriotie eointesy of great radio systems, all 
"ether lanes" are o]>en to the I'residenl at any moment. AVhen 
he spenks. all other hroadea sting stops. His is the only "voiee 
rui the air," A\'isely and systematically, the President ntilizes 
this great pouer of radio, visiting all of tlic people in their 
homes, in the (jitiet of evening, eoneentrating their attention Oil 
their [nohlems of government, ex()oinnled by him. 

Testifying last month hefore the House of Representa- 
live.s' Merchant jl.'U'ine, Radio and Fisheries Committee in 
U'ashiiigloii, M, II. Aylesworth. President of the Xational 
Broadcasting Company, said: "Wt: have always c\tended 
the National Hroadeasting Company's facilities to the Presi- 
dent, Memlwrs of the Cal)inet, and >[emhers of Congress, with- 
out eo.st. During the past year the President has used them to 
talk directly to tlie people twenty-seven times."

When the 
Presideal sjieaks. as he has done, lurnltl-iirfli (UfftTcnl lime* 
iciihiii iitii- i/riir. he uses every "ether lane." his voice in heaiil 
everywhere.

The Freedom of Radio 

Freedom of the press wa.s written into the Constitution by 
the wisdom of the Fathers. It may he necessary, under some 
future administration, to )>roteet freedom of radio by Consti- 
tutional amenrlment. 

Eiit tho.se who have heard President Roosevelt, broadcast- 
ing, know that no sneh amendnTciit will be necessary during the 
remaining seven years of his term as President.

By Ihi" tinije I had foriaken bsttio for 
balon and busine's-manigenient U'e neit 
went west ;ind were etated when (elected to 
open the famc>ui» Metrupohtan Theater in 
I OS .^ngrlcs. 

(Crowded life followed fnr four seasons. 
We touretl and triss-cro*ised the country from 
coast to coasi tn big-time vaudeville Then, 
having seen .Ameiica first, we went in i'>2S 
In the famous "l.ei Ambassadeurs" in Paris, 
Of all our numbers. Pans liked best "Where 
D Va Wfirka John?" 

Bacl< to America meant back to Br^iad- 
way in a shuw called "Hello Yotirself " Be- 
tween nutnbers we mitle "Svncopattttn" one 
of the first musical pictures Following tiiis, 
we went to the West Coast, then doubled hack 
to BfO*Td"*av In 191) we brt^ke into tadio! 
Broadcasting people for years had kept in- 
sisting we wouldn't "go ovet" on the elhcr. 
10 you can imagine how grateful we idl were 
when after completinj; our first ye.it on the 
air, we won first place in the Naiinnal Radio 
Editors' poll as tlie (avorilr mu.sical pfogram.

We had a lay-off of ii\'o weeks beiwcen the Grau- 
man and the Carihay Circle, w I gave the boys a vaca- 
tion. Thev M:at[cred 10 all pans of the touniry. Two 
days afier thev left. 1 received an offer to pby in ibe 
picture. "Madame Sat.m," directed bv Cecil Dc^Millt 
I wired frpnlTcally to the boys and thev started back, 
^tihou^h I wo of them misled the picture 

While we were playins at the Orihav Circle, *t 
pljved in other pictures. "Paramount on Parade" :md 
a lot of "Silly Svmphnrrtes " Wc alw doubled at the 
Roosevelt Hotel W'^ith three jobs nn our hands, piclUres, 
theater and cafe, we luditT much time for playing o* 
romancing. 

I saw a f;ond bif of Thelma Tmfd that year. I had 
ni e I her on the p i c I r r re lot >. T hf I m a wa 's a CO n vent- 
breil kitI and was alwav^ very Well chaperoned by hef 
moi her. 

I can remember the incident which ended our friend- 
ship- ! had invited her to dinner in my apartmi-nr As

Thclma told me that she wouldn't stay if that gang 
was goiijfl to remain al«j. 

"Well," I said, "if my friends aren't good enough 
for you. you can leave."

Radio was becoming more and more popular but 
we had nor yet been on the air with our music. Of 
course, as was the case with other bands, we had our 
photographs taken before a microphone, but they were 
phonics The photos were taken for publicity purposes; 
the microphone W'a^ 9 "prop." 

After a year and a half at the Carihay Grcle. we 
returned to Chicago to open at the Granada, on ihe 
southsfde. I saved monev that year by giving the 
bandsmen (heir automobile eiipenses and, in'^tead of 
takinf; the train, they drove back, f was becoming 
economical. 

Only one incident worth mentioning happened while 
wp were playing in the Granada. Two of the Iwys were 
friendly with Teddy Newberry, a "big shot" in cwrtaia 
unorthodox circlcj of Chicago. 

"Teddy." they said to him. "why don't you coint 
down and see us one of these nights?" 

"Okav." said Teddy, "I'll be down" 

The boys didn't know that the vicinity of the Gran- 
ada Was "Verboten" to Newberry, and tliat he cjidan^ 
gered his life every lime he set his foot within a few 
blocks of it, 

Newberry came down, though, Me brought several 
ca^es of liquor and champagne, and two carloads of 
gunmen who terrorized the place, Machine guns bnv 
iled outside the cafe. Waiters ind pairotis were fright-^

UNTIL Doctor Nevil Munroe llopktns' 
invention becomes a pr:icticaj "lalkcr- 
hack," niiiking it possible ior liitcivcrs 
to cKpicsi [heraselves nutomatkjlly in rf^^ird 
to raUia prognnUy I suppose uell conhiLtic 
to be tile intermediaries tor Lhuusanii^ 
nils a dsy. 

Next to (he business of incoming and 
outBoing and iniiet ofTi^t: cotiiiuunicuiiuns, 
the tiiajuruy of it;kplionc chills are m^de by 
listeners and refer to prograiiis, jriiits, au- 
dttiuns, svudio passes and what not. 

In fact, were never liurprtsed ,it any in- 
quirj' forthcomine. I here is sumcihinR dif- 
feieiit every minute. Some dirlcrent [vuinaii 
■ppcil each time. They all call, from cranks 
to intics, 

I here are the proRram fans, who swamp 
tte board if their favorite program is cha ne- 
ed, or if their favorite star fails to appear. 
For instance, recently when "iWarie. the L,it- 
Ile F-'rench Princess" was oft the air in favor 
Of a special broadcast, and at another time, 
when iJing Crosby wasn't heard at his regu- 
lar hour, the board was paraljred with in- 
quiries. We had long distance inquiries for 
Myrt and Marge." when they stood by one 
night for a speech by General Mugii S. John- 
ton. 

Whenever something sensaiional hap- 
pens, Mich as the itispense following the Lind- 
betgli kidnapping the national political ccm- 
yeniions. the California earthnuakes and oth- 
er disasters, the entire switthboard lights up 
It once. We are deluged with requests for 
information. In the ordinary rush of aier- 
*ge lionrj. the telephone company after davs 
of t.Tliulaiion has the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System switchboard recorded for hand- 
ling approximately 1,000 telephone calls per 
hour. This tabulation is. of course, only for 
business hours. We keep the board open 
twenty-four hours a day. 

I'fie audition seekers are the funniest 



callers. They have all kinds of ruses by which 
tliev hope to connect with "the man who 
hires the enterliiiiiurs." 1 hey all say they 
wunt an aiiiimon or try-on t. 

"Whal kindf" «c ask. That is often i 
pu?/ling question to theni, and we hear 
someihing like this, "Oh, I sinj? higli and 
liiw." or "I can act. I.i<ren to this." Then 
thev will give us a sample of what they think 
sounds like Ruth Etting, Tony Wons or 
Gertrude Nicscn, 

Sometimes their cleverness wins. The 
one instance, I can think of now. was the 
case of a young rjriio actress who is 1 suc- 
cess today, livcryda)- for a week this girl 
telephoned, using a dilTcrent accent each 
day. She was connccied with the program 
casting director. She convinced him of her 
ability as a "dialectician." and he gave her 
an apmintment to read a diflicuit script 
part. I Icr interpretation of it won her the 
job. 

The audition seekers for whom we feel 
sorriest' are the vay old. who specialii^e. they 
tell us, in zither playing, harmonica or man- 
dolin: and for the children, whose ambitious 
parents try to push ihcm toward radio's 
rainbow pot of gnld. Nila Mack, who is in 
charge of children's programs, gets the hrunt 
of these picas. 

In order to facilitate matters, we keep 
up with what's happening in program con- 
tests because listeners forget the closing date, 
the address — and often the rules! 

Hundreds of calls pdur in after a foreign 
broadcast. Those making the calls are so ap- 
preciative when the broadcast has come from 
their former homelands. Naturally, these 
arc I he hardest calls to understand but we 
can "unscramble" almost any speech accent. 

It's surprising I he number of bets we 
settle. 

People telephone in to say "Isn't it 
true Kate Smith weighs over 200 pounds?" 
"Isn't it true thai Irving Kaufman playi 
both roles 'Lazy Dan' and 'Mr, Jim'?" — Is 
Abe l.yrnan married f" — "What does the Ko- 
manlic Bachelor look like?" — "AVill Alexan- 
der W(x)lk-ott answer my letter?"— and 
"Have you got my number?" 

We have! 



BRITISH STRIVE TO MATCH AMERICA 



BRI TISH broadcasting methods are becoming Amer- 
icaniied in come respects. In mechanical equipment, 
if not in variety and number of programs the BBC 
(British Broadcasting Corporation) has almost, if not 
quite, caught up to us. 

This rather surprising information comes on the 
excellent authority oi Johnny Green, 25 -year-old pianist, 
conirKiser, arranger and conductor who spent last fall 
SC work in England. Green, who supplies the music for 
Ruih fitting's programs, and ivlio recently w,ts made 
CBS musicaT adviser, is recogniied as one of the leading 
spirits in the development of modem American music. 
While in^ England he composed music for the revue 
"Mr. Whittin^ton." and for the British radio operetta, 
"Big Business'; also he appeared in frequent concerts 
and broadcasts there. 

"When 1 was in tingland in 1928." says Green, "the 
eniertainment value of their broadcasting was far be- 
hind ours. Last fall I was amazed at the strides made 
tn the intervening five years. In point of equipment, 
the British broadcasters coufd scarcely better their 
facilities. Broadcasting House, home of the BBC is 
one of the architectural and equipment marvels of the 
age. The SBC also has an ingenious sltcl-tape method 
Dt recording programs, for rt-broadcast to far-flung 
parts of [he Empire, "This method is generally superior 
to our transcriptions on records." 

Reception in England is not neirly as good ai ours, 
due to etheric conditions. 

Wr. Green reports, also, a gr«it improvement in 
the qualify of British programs. Although the lack 
of commercial sponsors makes it impossible for English 
radio stars to receive ani thing like the salaries paid in 
this country, BBC is able lo obtain leading stage stars 
to go on Ihc air for the sake of the publicity. 

Providing some program choice, the BBC offer* 
both Empire and regional broadcasts, corresponding to 
our nationwide and focal broadcasts. The listener who 
doesn't find this choice sufficiently wide, can tune in 
near-hv foreign stations, 

"There arc a number of BBC features 1 cannot 
mm mend too highly," says Green. As a musician, he 
a enthusiastic about the BBC Symphony Orchestra, 
which is one of the best in the world. He classes this 
■1 the best British radio feature. 

"Another excellein BBC practice," he relates, "is 
Iflac of building special radio operettas of sixty to 



ninety minutes in length, with original book and scores 
by well-known artists and writers." There is still a 
marked absence of American prcjision in the time- 
schedules. Programs often begin early or late, with 
frequent gaps iif ^itence bet nee n ihem. Broadcasts are 
repeated, on the theory that only a part of the inter- 
ested public gets a chance to hear a program when it 
IS broadcast once, and ihat one good broadcast deserves 
a not her. 

But if British broadcasting technique is improving, 
the same cannot be said of their customs regulations. 
||The greatest mixup in this connection," says Green, 
"concerned the cork-popping machine which is vital to 
my "Night Club' Suite. I played as soloist in a con- 
cert performance of this suite, and Paul Whiteman

shiptwa the cork-popper to me from New York. For 
ten days and nights before the concert 1 had to send all 
sons of frantic wires and cables, and wade through 
miles of red-tape. The customs officials could not 
understand lhat the machine was unique and ncccswy. 
1 got it through only on the day of the concert." 



FROM STAGE TO MIKE ON A GALE 



STARS of the stage are often asked whv thev desert 
the glamour of the foolights for the less turbulent 
existence of the radio studio. 
1'heir answers vary widely, but none have more un^ 
usual replies to the question than Cecil Lean and Cleo 
Waylield, noted musical comedy team now heard witli 
the \V.ird Family Theater over the \V.\8C-Cotumbia 
lietwoik on Sunday nights. 

It was the coniSiinaiion of a snowstorm and gale 
in Richmond, X^irginia, and a radio set newly installed 
in the lobbv of a hotel in the Dixie city, that drove the 
stars of "No, No, Nannette" into the comparatively 
placid field of radio entenainmenL 

"They blame the weather for nearly everything," 
explained Lean the other day. "and there is just one 
more coimt in the indictment — our advent into radio." 

Cleo Majfield, who sat by his side, smiled reniinis- 
cently her agreement. 

"We were playing 'No, No, Nannette' in Rich- 
mond," the comedian went on. "The oldest inhabitants 
assured us it was a rarity when that regular northern 
bliz/ard struck the city, and trafttc was completely dis- 
rupted. 

"We sttx>d in the lobby of our hotel, waiting v. i in- 
ly for a taii to take ui to the railroad station, where 
we had to catch a train (or the neit ciiy we were play- 
ing. But no taxi eanie, and while we wondered how we 



were going to make our way ihrough the drifts to the 
station, a radio in the lobby began to play. 

"I smiled at .Miss .Mayfield. and she smiled at mA 
and doubtless the identical f bought struck us simuU 
ta neon sly. Boih of us stared. Remember, Qeo?" 

MiiS.j\laylicld remembered. 

"The prografti we werie he.iring was just about 
what we knew we could do best. Tinally, when we 
did get a cab and iusl manage to clamber onto the 
train before it pulled out. we did a lot of thinking. 

"We were about fed up with hopping from ono 
city 10 another, and alt the attendant discomforts. And 
that night we made up our minds that nhen our book" 
ing had finished we'<l see w^bat could be done about 
this radio business. 

"-^nd," he concluded, "here we ,'irc." 

Now, alt Cleo and Cecil nee<l do is bail a cab 
and in three or four minutes they are whisked from 
their hotel to the CBS studios, 

Cecil WTites the scripts for the act. With the acting 
and the writing, which somciimes takes him three hours, 
and other times as long as three days, he's kept busy, 

"Oh, y.*-e-e.s." drawls Lean's wife and parlner. "I 
just adore the radio! There is alwavs a moment, just 
before we step up lo the mike, that my heart ^ocs 
pit-a-pat. but by Monday I'm all pepjwd up again |ust 
tn ajilicipatiua of the thrills of next week's show.
